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Resentment Grows Over Control 
Of Curriculum Created by Grants

WASHINGTON (AP)-A strong 


but almost silent tide of resent- 
ment is running against the multi- 
biJlion-dollar pressures which big 
foundations

American education. 


An increasing number of edu- 


cators, particularly at the college 
level, are complaining that foun- 
dation grants are directing the 
course of education jn this coun- 
try. 


They specifically charge the 


foundations with meddling in col- 
lege and university affairs and 
with hard-sell promotion of their 
favorite educational theories. 


Foundation sources scoff at the 


complaints and the charges. Some 
complaints they attribute to dis- 
gruntled educators who have been 
turned down when they sought 
foundation grants, others to mis- 
understanding or ignorance of 
what foundations are and what 
they do.

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Wisconsin's 'Iron Brigade... 
Its Bravery Changed the World 


BY JAY JOSLYN

A group of Wisconsin soldiers who would not quit and a Wisconsin officer 


who did played significant parts 100 years ago in events whose effects served 
to change the history of the world. 


In the last week we commemorated two important centennial dates in the 


Civil War: on the first three days of July the Battle of Gettysburg and on the 
Fourth of July the fall of Vicksburg. As important as these dates are to Ameri- 
can history, they take on greater scope on the stage of world history. 


The Battle of Gettysburg marked the crashing finale to the era cf "gentle- 


men's" battles. After Pickett's picture-book charge, militarists around the world 
took a second lock at the technique and started rewriting their textbooks. 


Classic Siege 


The siege at Vicksfcurg was along classic lines, but the campaign that led 


up tc it—the whirlwind series cf battles from Vicksburg to Jackson, Miss., 
and back—foreshadowed the modern concept of total war in which Grant made 
the enemy's land support his armies and made the civilians feel the weight of 
the mailed boot. 


TWQ, factors caused Grant to gamble on the unorthodox move cf cutting his 


armies loose from Iheir supply lines. One was the successful, extended unsup- 
ported cavalry raid cf Ccl. Grierson from LaGrange. Miss., to Baton Houge, 
La., and the ether was the fall of Grant's supply depot at Holly Springs. 


This latter emergency made the manner of his maneuver mandatory, and 


it was here that the Wisconsin officer helped shape the future course of the 
Civil War and change the course of military strategy the world around. 


]n preparation for his planned assault on the southern Mississippi area, Grant

piled stores at Holly Springs and some other posts. At Holly Springs were 1,500 
men under Col. Robert C. Murphy of the Eighth Wisconsin. Murphy was under 
a cloud since he earlier had been routed by Gen. Sterling Price while on similar 
duty at luka. Grant excused the luka affair because of the small number of 
troops Murphy had at the time and because of his experience. 


However, when on Dec. 20. 1863, Gen. Ear] Van Dorn hit the $1 million 


depot at Holly Springs and Murphy surrendered, Grant discharged him and 
wrote later. "The surrender of Holly Springs was most reprehensible and showed 
either the disloyalty of Ccl. Murphy to the cause which he professed to serve, 
or gross cowardice." 


Campaign Postponed 


The fall of Holly Springs postponed the Mississippi campaign then underfoot 


and gave Grant the idea for his May campaign that ended with-the siege and 
capture of Vicksburg. 


The tenor of Grant's revised view of campaigning can be garnered from this 


excerpt from his Memoirs, "The news of the capture of Holly Springs and the 
destruction of our supplies caused much rejoicing among the people remaining 
in Oxford. They came with broad smiles on their faces, indicating intense joy, 
to ask what I was going to do new without anything for my soldiers to eat. I 
told them that I was not disturbed; that I had already sent troops and wagons 
to collect all the food and forage they c,ould find for 15 miles on each side of 
the road. Countenances soon changed and so did the inquiry. The next was 
'What are we to do?' My response was that we had endeavored to feed our- 
selves from our own northern resources while visiting them; but their friends 
in gray had been uncivil enough to destroy what we had brought along, and it' 
could not be expected that men, with arms in.their hands, would starve in the 
midst of plenty. I advised them to emigrate east, or west, 15 miles and assist 
in eating up what we left."

Stamps 
A Fateful Date 
For Lord Byron

"The spot where now thy mouldering ashes lie, 
Here wilt thou read, recorded on my heart, . 
A grief too deep to trust the sculptor's art . . 


—Lord Byron 


Tomorrow is the anniversary of an unusual tragedy in the life cf George 


Gordon—better known as Lord Byron. It happened on the northwest coast of 
Italy, July 8. 1822 in waters lapped by the Ligurian Sea. 


There, in ;the Gulf of Spezia, Byron's closest friend was drowned in a sudden 


storm. The friend—another English poet with a rather familiar name, Percy 
Bysshe Shelley—had gone sailing in his pet' boat. The design of the boat re- 
sulted from still another friendship, 


Shelley liked it. But it didn't make for a very safe craft; a squall hit, and 


1he forebodings Shelley had expressed to wife and friends for some time were 
; suddenly proved accurate. 


His body drifted south and wasn't found until more than a week later. Two 


ether friends discovered it en the beach near Viareggio and summoned Lord 
Byron. Then they built a pyre and burned the corpse. Yet even as it was about 
to be consumed, one of the friends. Edward John Trelawny scooped the poet's 
heart from the flames. Later, arrangements were made to have the heart fcuried 
m the English Protestant cemetery in Rome. 


Dramatic Epitaph 


Such a sequence would surely seem to be sufficient inspiration for Byion 


to compose a dramatic epitaph, for he had written many. This writer has been 
unable to find any such epitaph to Shelley. Surprising, for Byron was most 
consumed by the emotions of Love and Death in his poetic works. And what has 
this to do with stamps? 


An even more significant event in Byron's life is pictured on cur Greek 


stamp of 1924—the centennial of his death of a fever (just two years after 
Shelley's untimely death). The scene on the stamp shows Byron being greeted by 
the Gieek revolutionaries which he had given his talent, wealth—and health— 
to organize toward the realization of Greek independence. 


There, at Missnlonghi. he died shortly after this scene took place—far from 


English soil. Perhaps it is well loo. in the interests of posterity. For Britain 
never honors her renowned men postally—only her kings and queens. Ireland, 
at least, feels that kind of pride in her personages of great distinction, for Lord 
Byron's friend. Thomas Moore was so honored on an issue of 1952. And Greece 
has shown its appreciation for a man, whatever his nationality, who was im- 
poitant in its hisloiy.

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Confederacy's 'Smiling Spy' Lies in "5

WISCONSIN DELLS—One hundred years have passed since the forces of 


the Confederacy reached their high-water mark at Gettysburg and began the 
painful decline that was to culminate in Lee's surrender to Grant at Appomattox. 


Yet the Stars and Bars, emblem of the Secessionists, still fly above an ex- 


cursion craft which makes daily journeys through this picturesque complex of 
waters. 


And the grave of the "Confederate Cleopatra.'1 a smiling spy celebrated for 


her exploits on both sides of the Atlantic, is decorated for her exploits on both 
sides of the Atlantic, is decorated annually by descendants of warriors from 
both sides of the Mason-Dixon line. 


The vessel—pictured on the cover of today's VIEW—is believed to be the 


only craft now operating regularly under the Stars and Bars. Christened in 
1952 with water from the James River, of Virginia, it flies the Confederate en- 
sign by virtue of permission specifically granted by Gov. John Tucker Battle. 


Smiling Rebel 


The ''Smiling Rebel" for whom the craft was named is known to history— 


«nd to readers of historical fiction—as Belle Boyd. at 17 Stonewall Jackson's 
most glamorus, and most reckless informant. 


Belle, as she is universally known by her admirers, has been immortalized 


by New Orleans newspaperman-novelist Harnett T. Kane in "The Smiling Rebel"; 
she is profiled in the same author's "Spies for the Blue and Gray." and by Louis 
A. Sigaud in "Belle Boyd. Confederate Spy.'1 


After a career which included acting and lecturing as well as espionage, she 


died—on June 6. 1900—in Kilbourn, now Wisconsin Dells, where she had sched- 
uled a speaking engagement. The grave was unmarked for several years. Finally, 
the ladies of the Women's Relief Corps put up a temporary marker, and later 
a stone was placed on the grave by W. A. Everman of Greenville. Miss. 


The inscription reads: 


BELLE BOYD 


CONFEDERATE SPY 
BORN IN VIRGINIA 
DIED IN WISCONSIN 


ERECTED BY A COMRADE 


Behind the Cover

federate flag during the excursion season.

.The care of Belle's grave is in the hands of northern veterans—first, the 


G.A.R.. now the Harold Larkin Post of the American Legion. In 1952, repre- 
sentatives of the United Daughters of the Confederacy took part in christening 
the latest addition to the Dells fleet of motor boats, and later Virginia soil was 
spread over the grave, and Virginia violets placed there. 


Courageous Figure 


In life, as in death, Belle Boyd was as courageous as she was controversial. 
As Harnett T. Kane tells the story, "Belle Boyd played the role of spy as if 


the war were a light-hearted game of charades. And she lived as if she were 
fashioning her days into the plot of a romantic story. . . /' 


Unlike other agents, who concealed their seditious designs beneath the dis- 


guises of drab housewife or dowdy traveler, Belle "played her own personality 
to the hilt, with a dramatic air and sweeping gestures, wearing rich reds and 
greens and feathers in hei hat.'1 


One reluctant admirer declared she had a "joyous recklessness." She looked 


at men through her long lashes, assuring them that she had no intentions hos- 
tile to the North, while she stole whatever secrets were at hand, and filched 
others practically from their pockets. 


"Belle possessed at last one additional asset—perhaps the best pair of legs 


in the Confederacy. . . ." 


Born in the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia, now West Virginia. Belle soon 


achieved a reputation as a tomboy—climbing trees, racing through the woods 
on a spirited steed, and dominating her brothers, sisters and cousins. Her father, 
who operated a store and managed a tobacco farm, sent her to a "Female Col- 
lege'' in Baltimore to be educated, and financed her bow to society at Wash- 
ington. 


In late 1860. as the storm clouds of the Civil War gathered. Belle headed 


back to Martmsburg and helped organize visiting parties to the camp at Harper's 
Ferry, where her father (an army volunteer at 42) was stationed. 


Hostilities were soon underway, and early in July, 1861. the Second Vir- 


ginia, headed by Gen. Stonewall Jackson, met Union forces and fell back. Belle 
saw her native Martinsburg occupied by federal troops. 


Ever the daring Confederate partisan, the 17-year-old Belle shot dead a 


Union soldier who attempted to hoist the Stars and Stripes over her home (the 
affair was hushed up after a brief hearing) and she soon began to experiment 
in espionage by fraternizing with Yankee officers and conveying to Stonewall 
Jackson or Jeb Stuart whatever information she happened to pick up. 


Having learned the use of the cipher, she moved secretly between Yankee 


and Confederate Lines, always depending on masculine gallantry to protect her 
when she was intercepted by Union pickets on her clandestine errands. 


Many times she was arrested and held for questioning, but always her flash- 


ing eyes and Southern wit won release from her captors. In March, 1862, she 
was taken into custody at Winchester as she moved toward Martinsville. After a 
week of imprisonment at a comfortable Balitmore hotel, she was freed with a 
fatherly warning from the Union General Dix. 


Rejoining her family at Front Royal, 40 miles south of Martinsburg. she dis- 


covered that a major Federal drive would soon be launched against Confederate 
forces. Upon learning that a council of war would be held in the parlor of the 
hotel operated by her aunt and uncle, she lay on the floor of a closet above, 
listening to the discussion through a knothole. Then, with the vital information 
memorized, she saddled up her horse and set out to get the message to Colonel 
Ashby Jackson's head spy. 


"Good God. Miss Belle, is that you?" asked the Confederate officer when 


they met at a house 15 miles away. Hastily, she relayed to him details of the 
coming offensive. By dawn, she was back, lying exhausted on her bed, and the 
Union forces were rolling out of town. 


Important Information 


Her importance to the success of Jackson's valley campaign, in May cf 1862, 


was considerable. When the Southern forces struck into Front Royal, in an ef- 
fort to divert the Union armies from their drive to take Richmond. Belle realized 
the information she had gathered could be put to good use. 


"Snatching up a sunbonnet," as Kane puts it, she headed toward the Con- 


federate lines. "She edged her way through Union soldiers, past heavy guns 
and equipment. . . . 


"She felt the rifle balls flying 'thick and fast' around her in a cross fire be- 


tween Confederate and Northern skirmishers." 


"I shall never run again as I ran ... on that day," she recalled later. 
At last she recognized a familiar face, that of Major Harry Douglas, who had 


been sent to meet Belle by General Jackson himself. 


"Great God. Belle, why are you here?" he demanded, asking a question that 


had become a familiar one during Belle's flamboyant career as an espionage 
agent. 


'Small Force1 


"Go back quickly and tell him (Stonewall) that the Yankee force is very 


small," she gasped. "Tell him to charge right down and he will catch them all. 
I must hurry back. Goodbye. My love to all the dear boys. And remember, If 
you meet me in town, you haven't seen me today!" 


Belle's information confirmed much of what the Confederates already knew, 


and Jackson, armed with new confidence, sent his Maryland and Louisiana 
troops forward. They moved swiftly, and with brilliant effect. 


"Spurred by Belle's information, Jackson and his men pounded through the 


tCW" ;;.;,!!? BankS> amazement> two day« later, on May 25, Jackson hit his column 
near Middletown, smashed it in half, and chased it in a rout back to the Poto- 
mac ---- In years to come, men of both sides would study with admiration this 
military performance." 


On May 29. Stonewall snatched a moment to send Belle a note of thanks- 
"1 thank you, for myself and for the Army, for the immense service that 


you have rendered your country today. 


Hastily, I am your friend 
T. J. Jackson, C.SA." 


Belle found herself famous— in fact, too famous. Shortly after Jackson's 


smashing victory, she was arrested on orders of Secretary of War Stanton, and 
taken to Washington, where she was imprisoned in the Old Capitol. From the 
window of her cell, she could see the former home of Secretary Floyd, where she 
had danced at her debut. 


Demanded Freedom 


When she put up a picture of Jefferson Davis in her cell, she was denied 


permission to leave the room during the stifling summer months. She grew list- 
less and thin, pathetically demanding from her doctor the only medicine that 
would cure her— freedom. 


In late August, she was sent South on an exchange. 
"Much stronger action might have been taken against her." Kane writes, 


"but in the Civil War nobody shot 18-year-old girls even though they were se- 
cret agents." 


When she returned to Martinsburg, within Federal lines, the Union caught 


up with her again. She was imprisoned in July, 1863, and sent back to Rich- 
mond. Instead of trying to cross the Union lines again, she decided to carry 
Confederate messages to England, and set out for London on a ship flying the 
Stars and Bars. 


A few days from port, the ship was intercepted by a Yankee cruiser, and 


taken to New York There, newsmen lay eagerly in wait for the "Confederate 
Cleopatra.'' and begged her for interviews. 


Union agents kept a wary eye on her until she set sail again for London, 


where she remained until the cessation of hostilities. Following the war, she 
embarked upon a theatrical career in England and the United States. 


By 1900 she was the head of a little troupe of entertainers performing in

The Portage newspaper reported that 
she was heard by "a fair size audience and the performance was quite pleasing.

Five days later, she was dead—of a heart attack in a Kilbourn hotel room. 


The tour had not been a financial success, and there were no funds no retiur, 
her body to Virginia for burial Services uere held in St. Paul's Episcopal church, 
and pallbearers were four members of the John Gillispie Post of the G.A R.

Well-Known Mascot 


The Eighth ho\ve\cr. outlived Col Murphy's dereliction and its battie mascot, 


the eagle Old .Abe became as well known and despised by the rebels as tnc 
'Black HaK' of the unmovable fighting Badgcis of the Iron Brigade. 


To call the actions of the Wisconsin soldiers of the Iron Brigade at Gettys- 


burg heroic would be a gross understatement. Numerically and strategically, 
the First Brigade of the First Division of the First Corps of the Army of the 
Potomac should have been s\vept from the field as it crashed into McPhei son's 
Woods to stem the flood of A. P. Hill s Corps rolling through Gettysburg But 
they held. 


Maj Gen. John Reynolds, the corps commander, fell with a sharpshooter's 


bullet through his throat. The head of the Brigade, the Second Wisconsin Regi- 
ment tackled several Alabama and Tennessee regiments. Even when the rest 
of the Iron Brigade, the 7th and 6th Wisconsin the 19th Indiana and the 2-Jth 
Michigan, swept into support, the Union iorces weie outnumbered 3 to 1. 


Obeyed Order 


The order was to hold Hill out of Gettysburg and the Iron Brigade did— 


until the rest of the First Corps' extended line started to cave in under the 
pressure of ever-incrasmg rebel reinforcements. The Union line gave way and 
Hill swept through the village while what was left of the Iron Brigade—671 
out of 1.883—helped take a position on Cemetery Hill which gave the rest of 
Gen. Meade's army the stage on which the decisive, bloody drama was to be 
played the next two days. 


It was the last battle for the Iron Brigade and it capped a record unmatched 


by any unit of the Army of the Potomac.

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Home Movie Makers Get Into the TV Act 


BY ISOBEL ASHE 


HOLLYWOOD—In the decade-plus thai television 


has become a way of life for most American families, 
the majority of viewers became self-appointed critics! 


Everyone felt he could write/direct/act/cast a bat- 


ter show or be a funnier comic. Few, of course, got 
the opportunity. 


This summer, however, an enterprising producer 


IS giving home-viewers a chance to get into the act. 


The producer is a proper Bostonian gentleman 


named Hy Freedman. His show is called "Your Funny 
Funny Films," to bs seen Monday nights on ABC-TV 
commencing tomorrow in the time-slot formerly occu- 
pied by The Rifleman. 


Simple Idea 


"I suppose," says Freedman with suitable modesty, 


"you could call this one of the first new ideas to turn 
up on television. It's so darn simple, we're all still 
amazed that no one thought of it sooner." 


Briefly described, "Your Funny Funny Films" 


stars amateur moviemakers and their product. They 
are first interviewed by host-emcee George Fenneman, 
explaining where and how they happened to shoot 
their film, and then the film itself is shown. 


A veteran of 15 years with Groucho Manr on both 


his radio and television shows, Freedman is adept at 
recognizing and creating comedy and so, in company 
with George Fenneman, also a Groucho Marx alum- 
nus, the two of them set about putting together a 
package. 


They interested local Los Angeles station KTLA 


affiliated with Paramount Pictures, in producing the 
pilot. They sought out their friends and acquaintances 
to see who had suitable home movies. 


And eventually the half-hour show was taped at 


KTLA and sold to a sponsor, 


Many Hobbyists 


"Where do we get the films?" Fenneman repeated 


the question. "It really isn't that much of a problem, 
when you realize there are eight million 8mm home 
movie-makers in this country alone. 


"We don't know how many more people are shoot- 


ing 16mm film, but we do know there are 50 million 
people whose hobby is photography. This is the No 1 
hobby in the United States. 


"About a month before we started production, ! 


appeared on-about a dozen radio and television pro- 
grams in Los Angeles, asking people to submit their 
film to us. 


"We couldn't extend the offer beyond the un-

mediate vicinity of Hollywood due primarily to a 
time problem. 


"We figured we'd get so much film, we'd not have 


time to-look at it all, and then arrange for the peoples' 
appearances in the original ten weeks on which we 
are planning. 


"But the result, in just the Los Angeles area alone 


was incredible! We had to hire two men whose entire 
job was to look at the film. They're a little bleary- 
eyed now by the way," he laughed. 


Major Productions 


Among the moviemakers desiring to show their 


art work on "Your Funny Funny Films" were Gypsy 
Boots, a local Nature Boy-type who appears on the 
Steve Allen show with some regularity; the world's 
champion girl woodchopper, who wasn't a movie- 
maker when she telephoned, but is planning to be- a 
professor who had done an historically accurate satire 
on Rasputin; a group of doctors who did a ten-minute 
satire on the Ben Casey series. 


"These are positively major productions " Fenne- 


man says. "And some of them are fantastic in their 
excellence." 


Fenneman cites the example of a youngster whose 


film was shown in their pilot. 


"The boy, at the time we found him, was 14 yews 


old. Two years earlier he had done a war movie— 
his version of World War II, which ran 20 minutes. 


"He got his friends to appear in the'movie, in 


which he starred. He also produced, directed, made 
the t.tles, handled the art direction and scenic effects. 


"He did everything except hold the camera 
His 


mother was the cameraman! 


"He got uniforms from a war surplus store and 


shot the movie, which he called 'The Lost Battalion' 
right here in the Santa Monica Mountains and at 
the beach. 


"Of course, you do see an ice cream truck in the 


background now and then, and the gunshot sounds 
areut completely authentic. But it's an amazing 
achievement for a youngster. The whole movie cost 
nun $40, by the way.

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The President's Trip in Retrospect 


The real value of President Kennedy's 


European 
trip, according 
to 
emerging 


indications, was what he and his advisers 
learned about current thinking and moods 
on the Continent, rather than what he was 
able to put across to German, British and 
Italian leaders. 


A visit by an American president abroad 


Is always a noteworthy news event. Curi- 
ously the Kennedy trip is now making news 
for what didn't happen more than for what 
did. 


From the point of view of his public 


appearances and statements, it got off to a 
fine start with the enthusiastic receptions 
he received everywhere in Germany, par- 
ticularly Berlin. Mr. Kennedy told the 
Germans things they had heard before but 
they wanted to hear directly from him. 
And his phrasemaking. as usual, was par- 
ticularly effective. "The United States will 
risk its cities to defend yours.'' 


In his private talks with German leaders 


Mr. Kennedy also received 
enthusiastic 


encouragement for some of the projects he 
went to Europe to sell, strengthening of 
the NATO Alliance and European-American 
bonds and the multination nuclear force. 
He even won from Mr. Adenauer approval 
of continued discussions with the Russians 
over a nuclear test ban treaty. 


But he began to hear from German 


officials about matters of European con- 
cern, the United States gold drain and its 
possibly dangerous effect on the stability 
of the dollar, and the future trend of 
international trade. 


From this point on the trip took a de- 


cidedly different turn. There was the 
emotion and sentiment-packed side trip to 
Ireland with its obvious political implica- 
tions back home. 


But then followed the visit to England 


and the discussions with Prime Minister 
Macmillan which were destined to produce 
negative results before they even started. 
Here Mr. Kennedy found a cool reception 
for the nuclear force idea. Mr. Macmillan 
obviously has enough troubles without 
embracing an idea which is most contro- 
versial in his homeland. 


And his visit to Italy was anticlimactic 


after Germany. There was a poor turnout 
in Rome, where he arrived immediately 
after the coronation of Pope Paul. 
The 


Italian visit produced some salvage on the 
last day when he was again loudly hailed 
in Naples.

The President's urging of his nuclear 


proposals in his public remarks were 
gradually soft-pedalled in Britain and Italy, 
evidently as a result of what he was 
learning in his private consultations. 


Now The Wall Street Journal reports 


that the impressions he picked up in these 
private diplomatic contacts incline him 
more than ever toward a significant shift 
in 
pace and 
emphasis of efforts 
to 


strengthen the Western Alliance. Reports 
The Journal: 


"Schemes for reshaping nuclear defenses 


will now get a softer, slower sell, partly 
because of Britain's chill reaction to the 
U. S.-backed multilateral nuclear force of 
missile-armed surface ships. Instead, highest 
priority will go to more mundane matters 
such as international payments and freer 
trade. These strike the President increas- 
ingly as more urgent and more fruitful 
fields for knitting tighter alliance ties. 
Furthermore there'? a renewed determina- 
tion to press for accommodation not only 
between East and West but, more sur- 
prisingly, between the U. S. and France's 
DeGaulle."

What Mr. Kennedy and his advisers 


learned may have important 
implications 


in the immediate future for U. S.-Russian 
and U. S.-French relations. 


He had not even reached Washington 


on his return trip before Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev was making a rather startling 
proposal during his visit to East Germany. 
He announced that Russia would enter into 
an agreement for a ban on nuclear tests 
in the. atmosphere, in space and under 
water, leaving out of consideration for the 
moment underground tests. But he coupled 
this with the statement that Russia would 
also like a non-aggression pact between 
NATO and the Warsaw Pact nations. 


It is on the subject of underground 


nuclear tests that all treaty negotiations 
so far have bogged down. Tests in the 
atmosphere can be detected without the 
necessity of inspections inside Russia. 


Khrushchev's proposal was very vague 


on details. But soon after the President 
returned Washington announced that it 
could accept his general terms for a test 
ban. Any non-aggression pact 
between 


NATO and the Communists would have to 
be a subject for discussion by the entire 
Atlantic Alliance, however. 


The Soviet Premier's motivations for 


making the announcement and its timing 
cannot be defined exactly. It may have 
been put out strictly for propaganda pur- 
poses, or it may well have had a relation- 
ship with the current talks with Red China. 


Irregardless it offers a concrete subject 


for discussions also coming up soon in 
Moscow between the U. S.. Britain and 
Russia on nuclear tests. And there are hints 
that Moscow may feel the time is ripe for 
some increasing accommodation with the 
West.

Immediately after the President's return 


there emergec3 reports in Washington dip- 
lomatic circles that new efforts will be 
made soon to explore grounds of mutual 
interest with France. There was even a 
hint that President de Gaulle may be 
invited to visit Washington before the end 
of the year. 


Undoubtedly the President learned in 


Europe that strengthening the 
Western 


Alliance requires better relations between 
the U. S. and France. At the moment it is 
difficult to say what Mr. Kennedy and Gen. 
de Gaulle could even talk about. 


But one fact the trip nailed down was 


Germany's firm commitment to close ties 
with the United States. Any hope De Gaulle 
may have had 
of the French-German 


alliance'luring Germany away from Ameri- 
can influence were blasted. This might 
make the French President more amenable 
toward seeking some accommodation with 
the United States. 


It was significant that on his follow-up 


trip to Germany De Gaulle limited his visit 
to private talks with German leaders and 
did not attempt to test his popularity with 
the German people against Kennedy's in 
public appearances.

There was considerable concern before 


the President left for Europe that the 
timing of the visit was off because of Mac- 
millan's status in Britain, Adenauer's immi- 
nent retirement in Germany, and the 
governmental crisis in Italy. 


But it is obvious now that even if Mr. 


Kennedy did not return home with any 
concrete 
commitments from 
European 


leaders for new proposals, he and his 
advisers did gain very valuable impressions 
about current points of view of those 
European leaders which should have a 
productive effect on future U. S. foreign 
policy.

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Fine Variety of Wine, 
Cheese Gastronomical 
Highlight of Recent Trip

The great variety of wines and cheeses we sampled 


throughout Europe was the gastronomical highlight of 
our recent trip. And unfortunately many of the varieties 


we liked the best are not available here in 
the United States. 


Cheese is served regularly at all three 


meals. It is a staple for breakfast in the 
Scandinavian and Benelux countries. It is a 
main ingredient of lunch all over Europe, 
and it is the most common dessert after din- 
ner. But there are so many varieties and 
so many different types that one never 
tires. 


The wine lists were a constant challenge. 


The American hobbyist will find some of the brands, makes 
and vintages he is familiar with, but the bulk of the lists 
will be foreign to him. 


Our greatest joy came from sampling the little local 


wines which are consumed almost entirely in the area 
where they are grown. Like the rare German red wine« 
of Aasmannshausen or the Ahr River Valley. And the 
white wines like Muscadet from the Loire Valley in France. 


And then there are the great wines available only from 


the private cellars of the fine restaurants like Tour D' 
Argent in Paris where 'we had a Nuits St. Georges-St. 
Emilion Burgundy which is undoubtedly the finest wine 
I have ever tasted. We tried Nuits St. George from several 
other wine cards, but it never matched that from Tour 
D'Argent's private cellar.

Surprisingly the food in Paris does not stand out particu- 


larly in my memory. It was top quality, but no better than 
is available to Americans in the fine French restaurants 
of New York, New Orleans, even Chicago or Milwaukee, or 
occasionally right here in the Fox River Valley.

State and local law enforcement officers 


have a complicated new problem on their 
hands with 'the taking effect of the new 
state law making it illegal for any person 
under 21 to drink beer more than 10 feet 
from the place he buys it. 


Literal enforcement of the 
law is 


obviously impossible. But the chief objec- 
tive of the statute, to ban teen-age beer 
drinking in cars, and at unsupervised 
picnics and parties, can be enforced. 


The law provides a minimum fine of 


S50 for those who sell beer for consumption 
off the premises to those under 21. Top 
penalty is a S500 fine or 90 days in jail. 
Similar penalties apply for those who give 
beer to minors. Those under 21 can drink 
beer outside of b?er bars if they are accom- 
panied by parent, guardian, spouse 
or 


"properly licensed person." 


'Guff1 in the Senate 


A sizeable minority of United States 


Senators have launched a move to cut down 
on what one of them called "a lot of guff" 
in debate on the Senate floor. 


That phrase was used hy Senator Mike 


Monroney in testimony supporting a resolu- 
tion to impose a limited rule of germane- 
ness to speeches in the Senate. No such 
rule is now in effect. 


The resolution has 32 Democratic and 


Republican sponsors. It provides that a rule 
of relevancy to the business at hand shall 
apply to all discussions in the Senate for 
four hours after the "morning hour" each 
day. 


The "morning hour" is a fixture in the 


customs of the Senate. Members use it 
chiefly to get speeches, editorials, news- 
paper articles and other materials of per- 
sonal or parochial interest inserted into 
The Congressional Record. But they ar« 


The law is the result of an extended 


study by the state legislature of the teen- 
age drinking and driving problem. It leaves 
to the local community the decision on the 
minimum age for serving patrons in beer 
bars. 


It has been emphasized all during the 


discussions on this matter that the chief 
concern has been teen-agers driving to drink 
beer. As long as some municipalities permit 
38-year-olds to be served in beer bars, part 
of the problem will still exist. But the 
mJmber of jurisdictions raising the age to 
21 is constantly increasing. 


Basically teen-age behavior will always 


be directly dependent on parental respon- 
sibility. But Wisconsin has at least made a 
start on a course of action which may 
eventually limit teen-age beer drinking to 
that done in the presence of their parents.

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Beaverbrook Telfe of Lloyd George's Fall 


Wright's Writings 
Reveal His Genius 
* 


There has been no more fascinating or compel- 


ling reading to appear in paperbacks in recent weeks 
than three newly released reprints of works by the 
late Frank Lloyd Wright: "The Living City.'"' "The 
Natural House" and ''The Future of Architecture" 
(Mentor, 95 cents each). 


Nobody had to tell the great architect that he was 


a genius; Wright knew it, and his writings show it. 
No subject—from a gasoline station to an urban 
complex—was beyond his attention. When he ap- 
proached it, he had absolute certainty that his design 
was the right one. 


This attitude no doubt produced some work what 


was pure fudge, but even then, and even when he 
was stating obvious truths. Wright made words jump 
with the liveliness of his own convictions. 


Consider, for example, this paragraph: 


"Five lines where three is enough is always stu- 


pidity. Nine pounds where three is sufficient is obes- 
ity. But to eliminate expressive words in speaking or 
writings— words that intensify or vivify meaning—is 
not simplicity. Nor is similar elimination in archi- 
tecture simplicity. It may be, and usually is, stupid- 
ity." 


Long Career 


The three books, liberally illustrated with sketch- 


es, photos and architectural drawings, are made up 
of interviews, articles and introductions that Wright 
produced in his long career. There is some overlap- 
ping and repetition; but, as Wright points out, at least 
he repeated cliches that he had originated. Of partic- 
ular interest to Chicago area readers will be Wright's 
memories of his early days and first projects in Oak 
Park and Chicago. 


Of course the books are valuable as a record of 


Wright's belief on "organic" architecture, the evils of 
the modern city, the function of architecture. But 
their interest goes beyond the limits of a profession, 
because Wright himself was interested in many phas- 
es of human activity and he could not resist express- 
ing himself on all of them. 


Meanwhile, on other fronts, paperbacks continue 


to expand into new fields. Dell Books, an enterpris- 


David Lloyd George 


ing mass market firm, has begun a "L3'drel Language 
Library," reprinting works of famous French authors, 
in French. A representative selection is the retro- 
spective anthology of the writings of "Albert Camus" 
(Dell, 50 cents). The book contains a good introduc- 
tion (in English) by Germaine Bree, general editor 
of the series, and a large collection of short stories, 
essays and journals, as well as a full length play, "Les 
Justus." A chronologj, notes and bibliography fill out 
the volume. The selections have been wisely chosen 
to illustrate the style and beliefs of the late Nobel 
Puze winner. 


One of Camus' best single works. "The Fall" (Vin- 


tage. $1.65). also is available in soft covers. The Eng- 
lish translation, by Justin O'Brien, captures Camus' 
spare prose technique: and the novel is a gripping 
first-person narrative recounting the downfall of a 
smug Parisian lawyer who at last has to come to 
grips with evil. In it, Camus created an eloquent, dis- 
turbing morality play for our time. 


Another venture into foreign language is "Soviet 


Short Stories," edited by Richard Newnham (Pen- 
guin. 95 cents). The collection of eight stories, writ- 
ten from 1929 to 1961, is printed with parallel texts, 
English and Russian, and the editor states that "this 
is a book for those learning Russian." Even those who 
are not learning the language may find-interest in 
reading what contemporary Russian fiction writers 
ar« doing.

The Decline cwd Fall of Lloyd George. By Lord 


Beaverbrook. Duell, Sloan & Pearce. $4.95. 


The historian's problem is traditionally one of 


focus: Shall he view the whole landscape or clamp 
down on dramatic incidents and personalities? 


Beaverbrook writes history with an airbrush 


virtually blotting out the tremendous sweep of social 
and economic events in 1921-22 which were changing 
the face of British politics regardless of what he or 
Lloyd George thought or did. 


He focuses, however, on the private deliberations 


—and dissipations—of the mighty, and at that level 
he has a story to tell. 


For with or without trick photographs, Lord 


Beaverbrook was the intimate of Lloyd George, 
Churchill. Austen Chamberlain, Lord Birkenhead, and 
above all, Andrew Bonar Law, the Conservative who 
succeeded Lloyd George at 10 Downing Street. 


Personal Memories 


Beaverbrook participated in the events he relates, 


and in his 80s is able to draw on an incomparable 
stock of personal memories and private papers—in- 
cluding those of his hero, and Miss Frances Stevenson, 
Lloyd George's faithful secretary who later became 
his wife. 


Writing in a lucid, punchy style that would do 


credit to the columns of his London Daily Express, 
Lord Beaverbrook lays out a classic tragedy of the 
fall of a statesman. 


Lloyd George was given political power that few 


Englishmen in history enjoyed. World War I over, he 
is determined to maintain that power, even at the 
unwitting sacrifice of the fiery ideals of his youth. 


Ironically it is his belligerent stance in the Greco- 


Turkish war that finally brings Lloyd George down. 
Twenty years earlier he stood virtually alone, prod- 
ding the conscience of a nation, in opposition to the 
Boer War. 


But in 1922 the call to arms from the onetime 


pacifist fails. The Tory members of his coalition vote 
to withdraw their support, and Lloyd George resigns, 
never again to hold office. 


For Beaverbrook, so hopeful in Lloyd George's 


fall, there is personal tragedy, too. 


His old friend Bonar Law was unable to realize 


their mutual dream of a revivified Empire and on a 
"cold and cheerless morning in November 1923," was 
carried to a premature grave in Westminster Abbey.

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The Glass Bio 


The Glass Bloioers. By Daphne du Maurier Dou- 


bleday. $4.95. 


A master storyteller weaves a tale based on the 


history of her ancestors who lived in France over 
200 years ago. She has dedicated the book "To my 
forebears, the master glass-blowers of la Brulonnerie, 
Cherigny, la Pierre and le Chesne-Bidault." 


In preparation for writing the novel, Miss du 


Maurier spent many months in France capturing the 
background and feeling of the special world she 
recreates in this historical novel. 


Set in the countryside of France at the time of 


the French Revolution, it is the story of a family of 
craftsmen who proudly hand down their knowledge 
and skill to their sons. The tale is told through the 
eyes of Madame Sophie Duval. nee Busson: 


"Madame Duval laid down her pen on the 6th day 


of November, 1844. the day before her eighty-first 
birthday. It had taken her a little over four months 
to write the story of her family, and during the tell- 
ing of her tale she had lived again, in memory, many 
incidents she had thought forgotten. Their faces were 
very clear to her: Her father Mathurin and her moth- 
er Magdaleine, her three brothers, Robert, Pierre, 
Michel, and her sister Edme." 


Characterization is strong, each person emerging 


as an individual. Mathurin Busson was a master glass 
blower in charge of several glass-houses, as the foun- 
dries were called. He had married Magdaleine Labbe. 
(laughter of the bailiff at St. Christophe. when she 
was twenty-two. Her father had warned her: 


". . . It is breaking tradition for a glass-maker to 


marry outside his own community. As his bride you 
will find it hard to adapt yourself to their way of life." 


She was not afraid, and she soon learned, "The 


first duty of a master's wife is to have food ready for 
her husband between shifts, and then to attend to any 
women or children directly employed by her husband 
who may be sick. . . 


Laws Observed 


"The law, customs, and privileges of the glass- 


makers were more strictly observed than the feudal 
lights of the aristocracy. . . Theirs was indeed a 
closed community, with every man, woman and child 
knowing his place within the walls, from the director 
himself, who worked beside his men, sharing their 
labour, wearing the same apparel, yet locked upon 
by all as lord and master, to the little child cf six or 
seven who fetched and carried, taking his shift with 
his elders. . ." 


The author has written a tight stoiy. with inter- 
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esting details of the glass blowers craft and the 
Busson family from 1747 to 1844. She does not paint 
them as plaster saints nor does she condemn them. 
She stands aside and shows us the complete human 
picture of their birth, marriages, children and Jives, 
with all their aspirations and hopes, their iaults, their 
'accomplishments and failures. 


The excitement when the glass-house is honored 


by a visit from the King, Louis XV. creates a memory 
to be handed down from generation to generation, 
together with a glass goblet blown on the momentous 
occasion, and engraved with the royal initials and 
the fleur-de-lis. 


As might be expected, their lives were violently 


'and permanently altered by the Revolution, both by 
•the change in their mode of living and by their own 
emotions and participation in the national drama. 


Although the author gets too involved in political 


details near the end of the book, she may well be 
forgiven, for she has provided an excellent historical 
pictuie and no section could be omitted. The bock 
is a well-balanced picture cf an era and a way of life. 
We leave the family of glass blowers at the time 
Napoleon is preparing lo invade England.

observe can only be seen under a microscope. When 
his father does buy him one, he and his parents have 
a wonderful time collecting things to look at. They 
see what flour, salt, pepper, and microscopic animals 
Icok like, and the young reader will enjoy seeing- and 
learning with them. 


Miss Selsam, already known for her fine work in 


writing science books for the young, here again dis- 
plays her ability to write simply and well. Mr. Lobel's 
illustrations are pleasant and attractive. For 4- to 
3-year-olds. 


"Doctors and Nurses, What Do They Do," by Carla 


Grs^ne, with pictures by Leonard Kessler (Harper & 
Row, $1.95), proves, if nothing else, that the doctor 
and nurse" are our friends. 


Dr. Jones and Nurse Brown are a cheerful lot as 


they help people get well and make them happy. We 
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learn, too. a bit about hew hard they worked and 
studied to be what they are, and we follow Dr. Jones 
on his hospital rounds and private practice and Nurse 
Brown as she cares for a young tonsillectomy patient. 
The cartoon-like pictures are as blithe as the text in 
this "I Can Read" book for the 4 to 8 group. 


"Big Frogs. Little Frogs." by Patricia K. Miller and 


Iran L. Seligman. with pictures by Lee Ames (Holt, 
Rinehart & Winston. $1.95), is a Holt "Little Owl" 
book. It relates in a simple xvay. with much use of 
pictures, how frogs develop and live. 


In a pedantic accompanying note to parents, the 


authors say that presenting the facts in the manner 
of this book (sometimes posing questions without an- 
swering them) acquaints children with the scientific 
method—i.e., they will have to reason out the answer 
themselves. For those who are fortunate enough to 
have parents who can help them draw scientific con- 
clusions, this may prove an interesting venture. But 
for those who go it alone, some highly unscientific 
conclusions might be reached as to,, for example, what 
happened to the little frog's tail. 


'Dillinger Days* 
Bring Alive Era 
Of Crime 'Blitz 


The Dillinger Days. By John Toland. Random 


House. $5.95. 


Ycu have to go back to the Apaches and/or Pancho 


Villa to find a band that put the federal government 
to as much trouble as John Dillinger and his fellow 
outlaws of the 1930s. 


All were slick practitioners of the quick, well- 


planned strike-and-melt-into nowhere with their loot, 
whether it was weapons of the day, so they could 
strike more effectively next time, money, or the ve- 
hicles they wanted—hoofed in the one period, rubber 
tired in the other. 


The thing all had in common was that none were 


stopped until extraordinary federal forces went after 
them under do-or-die orders. 


That by itself is reason to find a place for John 


Toland's "The Dillinger Days" in the Americana sec- 
lion on your book shelves—-after reading. 


Thorough Research 


"The Dillinger Days" is extremely good reading, 


especially as a follow-up to Robert Cromie's "John 
Dillingei: A Short and Violent Life,1' which preceded 
Toland's book by only a few months. Both aie prod- 
ucts cf thorough research and complement each ether 
excellently. 


Where Cromie concentrated on Dillinger himself, 


Toland works on the broader canvas that includes the 
criminal exploits cf his contemporary^gangs—such'as 
Ma Barker and her boys: skinny, cigar-smoking Bon- 
nie Parker and her Clyde Barrow. Machine Gun Kdly 
and his Kathryn. 


Toland develops in impressive detail the conup- 


ticn of public officials that enabled the gangs to hole 
up -safely between forays and to make some of their 
spectacular escapes. 


No Wooden Gun 


He gives the lie to the tale of Dillinger's use of a 


wooden pun in making his most famous escape. He 
says a real gun was smuggled to him in prison through 
the biibery of an Indiana judge, now dead, and that 
Dillinger used the wooden gun story after his captwe 
to derail an investigation. 


3n these days of effective FBI organization and 


federal laws, which Dillinger's crime wave did so 
much to trigger, his career is little short cf unbe- 
lievable. In only 13 months before FBI agents killed 
him in front ol Chicago's Biograph Theater he robbed 
at least 12 banks, twice escaping jail as well as slip- 
ping past an almost shoulder-to-shoulder force of FBI 
agents in the northern Wisconsin woods and making 
.police stations the pickup points for the machine guns 
he warned for his arsenal. 


This is a most absorbing book, successful in mak- 


ing alive again the hyperlawless years following pro- 
hibition and the Great Depression.

Fleet and extremely 
courageous, without being foolhardy, he could endure 


wide ranges of temperature, long periods without wa- 
ter and withstood the various insect pests remark* 
ably well. Although fierce and-forceful in his pro- 
tection of property and stock, and in attacks on preda- 
tors, he was stable and gentle with children. 


About 1877 a missionary to Rhodesia brought sev- 


eral with him. and the breed sprang full-blown to 
high popularity with the local big - game hunters. 
Packs were developed and trained for lion hunting, 
and he became known as the African Lion Dog. The 
breed soon caught the eye of the Bench Fancy as 
well, and a definite breed standard was established 
about 1922. 


The breed invaded the United States in the 1930's, 


and besides being shown, maintained his hunter' stat- 
us in the West as a bear and'cougar dog. With proper 
training several have worked well as upland bird 
dogs.

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Sheinwold on Bridge 
Expert Reduces 
Number of Guesses 


BY ALFRED SHEIXWOLD 


Many bridge situations are considered guesses. 


The average player, who guesses right just about half 
cf the time, shrugs off his unsuccessful guesses with 
the thought that the element of guesswork adds to the 
excitement and charm of the game. 


The expert is alive to excitement and charm, but 


.he finds it unnecessary to guess wrong as often as 
half the time. The expert is right about three times 
cut of four—perhaps even more. 


Take the case of leading from x-x in your own 


hand toward dummy's K-J. You must guess whether 
to play the king or the jack from dummy. Many 
average players rub their chins sagely in this situa- 
tion but always play dummy's jack on the theory that 
they should break even in the long run if they always 
do the same thing. 


Check Bidding 


The expert checks the bidding in his mind before 


he plays from dummy. What sort of hand would 
each opponent hold if he had that missing ace? Would 
an opponent's pass then become unlikely? Or would 
an opponent's bid become outlandish? 


If either opponent might hold th« missing ace 


without doing violence to the bedding, the expert 
considers the timing of the play. How quickly and 
tmoothly did the second player follow suit when the 
'low card was led toward dummy's K-J? 


This is a normal speed at which you play a card 


when you have no interest in a suit. Thp speed may 
be slightly different when you have the queen; dif- 
ferent again if you hold the ace. An expert opponent 


can measure hundredths of a second and tell which 
kind of speed you are using. Orat least a player has 
t« be right far more often than not at this sort of 
measurement if he is to be considered an expert by 
ether fine players. 


Works in Reverse 


The principal just stated works in reverse as well. 


A player must guess right pretty often to be consid- 
ered an expert, and a player who does succeed in 
guessing right often enough is entitled to be thought 
well of. It isn't an accident when a player consist- 
ently comes up with the right guess. To put it an- 
other way, he isn't guessing; he's thinking. 
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en the run, and South had the chance, to organise « 
throw-in. 


Strips Hand 


Don't censure North-South for getting to four 


hearts with four losers in the combined hands. They 
were the victims of duplication of distribution. That 
is. they had the same number oi cards in each hand 
in diamonds and clubs. 


Just suppose North had three small diamonds and 


the K-J of clubs. His hand would look no stronger, 
but South would have a very fine play for four hearts 
instead of a very poor play. 


Even as the hand was. South was far from dead. 


The opponents failed to take their three club tricks 


South stripped the hand by drawing two rounds 


of trumps and cashing his second high diamond. Then 
he led a club and dared the opponents to beat him. 


East won the third round of clubs and led the 


deuce of spades, presenting South with a guess. 
Should he play the ten or the queen of spades from 
his hand? 


Many average players would consider this a prob- 


lem that calls for much stroking of the chin or puff- 
ing at a pipe. An expert South knows that there is 
no guess at all. The ten of spades is the only correct 
play. 


The important point is that the opponents are not 


completely out of their minds. One of them has the 
king of spades and will do whatever he can to avoid 
having to lead away from his king. The other op- 
ponent does not have the king of spades and will try 
to lead spades for his partner if he can safely do so. 


If East had the king of spades, he would try to 


avoid winning the third round of clubs. Moreover, 
West would be trying to win the third club in order 
to lead a spade through dummy's ace. 


But this didn't happen. East won the third club, 


and East had to lead a spade. Therefore East does 
not have the king of spades. 


South's only chance is to play the ten of spades in 


the hope that East does have the jack of spades. 


As it happens, this play works. South traps the 


king of spades and makes his game and rubber.

LONDON (APi — Paul Getty 


— perhaps the world's richest 
man — is tantalized by a re- 
curring vision of himself as a 
carefree beachcomber, 


"It's quite true." he drawled 


from the cushioned comfort of 
a Sheraton armchair in his ele- 
gant Elizabethan home, Suttnn 
Place. "I could quite easily be- 
come a beachcomber." 


In a new book he also refers 


to the idea, writing: 


"If it were not for the de- 


mands made upon me by my 
business, I would provide living 
proof lhat a man can live quite 
happily for decades Without do- 
ing any work." 


On 
another occasion, 
when 


as'ked what in life he preferred 
above all else, he replied: 


"A long walk along a good 


beach — and then a swim." 


No Chance 


Although he surrounds himself 


with swimming pools — and at 
(lie age of 70 uses them daily — 
the aquatic appeal doesn't ap- 
pear to be the compelling ele- 
ment behind what amounts to a 
beachcomber fixation. 


A more 
logical 
explanation 


is the theory of opposite* attract- 
ing one another, the fascination 
that a vagabond life musl have 
for an exceedingly rich, cultured, 
self-disciplined and wholly de- 
voted businessman. 


The beachcomber notion is un- 


questioningly made more inter- 


chance of his ever being any- 
thing but what he is, although 
if any man in the world could 
afford to do precisely what, he 
wants lo — it's Jean Paul Getty. 


Sense of Humor 


A man with a keener sense of 


humor than casual meetings re- 
veal, he enjoys conversational 
fun, in a dry sort of way. 


Asked what the future held for 


him, he recently replied: 


"I guess I'll just go on running 


my companies." 


" "But, Mr. Getty," insisted the 
inlerviewer, "you can't take it 
(his great wealth) with you, you 
know. 


"It's probably a good Ihing," 


said 
(.he billionaire, "it might 


be a burden." 


Is that American who choses 


to live in Europe the world's 
richest man? 


"How could I possibly say?" 


answered Getty. "I 
have no 


means or inclination of knowing 
the wealth of other people, and 
I make no claims." 


Pressed on this point, he said: 
"If I liquidated my holdings 


I (hink I would realize several 
billion dollars." 


A pause. 
"But you must remember a 


billion dollars isn't what it used 
to be." 


When the subject of money is 


introduced, Getty shifts uneasily 
in his chair and his long, thin 
face shows pain.

He admits that for a rich man 


he carries little money in his 
pockets. Never more than eight 
or nine pounds (about $25). 


Many Stories 


Where he lives (he has a home 


in California, one on the Persian 
Gulf and the mansion 25 miles 
south of London) Getty attracts 
attention and a lot of comment. 


Many stories are told about 


him. 


Tell him about some article in 


a magazine and he will ask: 


, "Did they say 
anything 
un- 


pkasant? Were they nice?" 


He often is pictured as stingy. 
"Not true," he says. 
He admits, however, that he 


once waited for five minutes to 
get into a dog show at a cheaper 
price and that he has stood in 
hne, or delayed his entry into 
restaurants to escape paying a 
cover charge. 


"I have always watched things 


like that," he explains. "I pay 
(he going rale, but I don't see 
any reason for paying m o r e 
when you don't have to." 


. Stories long have been in cir- 
culation (hat when traveling he 
washes his own socks. He denies 
he makes a practice of this. 


"1 have done it and I'll prob- 


ably do it again — if it's more 
convenient," he said. 


Asked about bogging letters 


(letters from 
unknown people 


who w r i t e him asking for 
money), he winced. 


"I get about 40 or 50 a day," 


I admired a particularly beau-

"Please don't write loo much 


about it," he said. "Someone 
might be encouraged to steal 
it." 


He seems plagued by a feeling 


that someone may invade and 
burglarize his home. So, he has 
taken elaborate precautions.
